Eden, the last of the Big Four 
foreign ministers to speak in the 
General Assembly’s opening de- 
bate, said he wished to state as 
simply as possible the principles 
he believed should prevail in the 
Korean armistice negotiations.

This is almost as much as Mr. 
Truman requested last January for 
the current fiscal year which ends 
next June 30. It is some $6,000.- 
000,000 more than the outgoing 
Democratic - controlled Congress 
finally voted after months of hear- 
ings. | 

The proposed budget, which will 
go to the capitol only a few days 
before Dwight Eisenhower takes 
over as president, also is consid- 
erably higher than the $70,000,000,- 
000. ceiling proposed by GOP con- 
gressional leaders for fiscal 1954. 

The $85,000,000,000 figure for 
the new budget, which will cover 
federal. spending during the 12 


y

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Churchill Speaks 
For Free Men 


Winston Churchill gave the only 
logical reply in London Monday night 
to Andrei Vishinsky’s latest no-compro- 
mise blast on ending the Korean War. 
Churchill’s expression of his govern- 
ment’s stand was echoed in New York 
by Anthony Eden’s reply in the UN 
General Assembly. 

The British prime minister pointed 
out in unmistakable words that the 
forced repatriation of prisoners of war 
“to be massacred by the Communists” 
was a “dishonorable course” that the 
free nations could not take. In ringing 
words, the Churchill of old rallied those 
resisting the Soviet aggression and sup- 
ported the United States’ refusal to 
turn over prisoners who have said they 
did not wish to be returned to Com- 
munist control. 

“It would be a dishonor,” he de- 
clared, “to send thousands of helpless 
prisoners of war back by force to be 
massacred by the Chinese government, 
which boasts it has actually rid itself 
of two millions of its own people.” 

To surrender to Communist demands 
on the prisoner issue would be a moral 
retreat that could result only in further 
loss of prestige by the United States 
and the United Nations among all the 
people still outside the Iron Curtain. It 
would give the Communists their propa- 
ganda victory and serve notice on all 
their unwilling victims that’ there is no 
hope for liberation. 

One of the complicating factors in 
the prisoner issue is that there are many 
times more Chinese unwilling to be re- 
patriated than there are North Koreans. 
Such loss of face the Chinese cannot 
accept. This plays.into the hands of the 
Kremlin, which, as Churchill pointed 
out, obviously intends to “prevent an 
agreement from being reached in Ko- 
rea.’ It is part of their policy of wily 
harassment in the hope of dividing the 
free nations and of tying down our eco- 
nomic and military resources in the 
Far East. 

In the meantime, the Russians finally 
have forced Trygve Lie, UN secretary- 
general, to resign. During Lie’s six 
years of service, he has become one of 
the giants in the cause of freedom and 
world peace. During this trying pe- 
riod, he has been the constant target 
of the Communist delegates. In his at- 
tempt at fairness, he has also been criti- 
cized frequently by the free nations. 


Feeling that the Korean controversy 
had now been centered upon him, in the 
interest of speedy settlement he has re- 
signed with these words: 

“There can be an armistice if the 
Soviet Union, the Chinese People’s Re- 
public and North Korean authorities are 
sincere in their wish to end this fight- 
ing. If they are sincere, then a new 
secretary-general who is the unanimous 
choice of the five great powers, the Se- 
curity Council and the General Assem- 
bly may be more helpful than I.” 

In resigning, Secretary Lie earns the 
further gratitude of all those who serve 
on the side of peace in the world. In 
truth, the Communists can have a truce 
in Korea, but not on a compromise of 
principle that is a foundation of decent 
society. 
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Savannah State Docks 
Mean Much to Georgia 


Dedication Tuesday of the new facil- 
ities at the Savannah State Docks means 
the culmination of a long-range pro- 
gram to restore the Georgia coastal city 
to its former shipping eminence. 


The completion of the Savannah 
State Docks is an achievement of the 
present state administration. In 1948, 
the State of Georgia bought -the prop- 
erty at the docks from the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Since then, $4,500,000 has 
been spent on improvements and $1,- 
600,000 has come back to the state in 
payments by transportation lines that 
have used the docks. 

The financial success of the project, 
administered by the Georgia Ports Au- 
thority, seems assured. Commenda- 
tions are in order for all those who 
have had a part in restoring Savannah’s 
harbor to its present state of usefulness.

His death leaves only six Con- 
federate veterans still surviving.

However, the 
memory of them and the thousands of 
others who fought so valiantly for some- 
thing in which they believed will live 
as long as civilization itself survives.

tages on paper, other than their influence 
in Congress. 


For example, when you look at a map 
of the election, you can see easily that the 
space shaded ‘‘Democratic”’ is confined en- 
tirely to Dixie and a couple of border states, 
and not to all of Dixie. So only the South- 
erners, figuratively, emerge with any tro- 
phies visible on the cold contours of a map. 


But, on the other hand, the'Southern con- 
servative wing can claim little if any credit 
for that. A few of its leaders, in fact, worked 
openly for Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, and 
many of the rest, including some promi- 
nent members of Congress, sat on their 
hands or sulked in their tents or contented 
themselves with only token blessings for the 
Stevenson-Sparkman ticket. ’ 


Governor Stevenson owes very little to 
the conservative wing of his party in the 
South. His obligation rather is to the rank 
and file who stood stanchly by the Demo- 
cratic ticket. 


However, he is expected ta make his 
overtures to the conservative leaders where 
avenues are open because of their influence 
in Congress, where the party must hence- 
forth make its record. For this task he is 
better equipped than was President Truman 
and than President Roosevelt eventually be- 
came in the later years of the New Deal. 
The new head of the Democratic Party has 
persuasive personal qualities, is a moderate 
in political philosophy, and has not had the 
bruising clashes with the South’s conserva- 
tive leaders as either of the other two. 


To bring as many of the South’s leaders 
into line as possible, he would be expected 
to keep pressure upon them through the 
rank and file of their constituency, includ- 
ing farmers and labor, who still are enam- 
ored of the programs and policies for which 
the governor became so eloquent a spokes- 
man in his campaign. 

He, rather than their conservative lead- 
ers, speaks for these people in the South, 
and they are numerous. 

So, all in all, Governor Stevenson’s task 
does not appear as dark as the map and 
the election statistics seem to presage.

Senator Douglas 
Had Right Idea 


WASHINGTON—Looking backward over 
the recent election events, it is now apparent 
that Sen. Paul Douglas of Illinois had the 
right idea from the start on the wisest 
course for the Democrats to follow with 

respect to the party presi- 
dential nomination. Long 
before the two national 
political conventions met 
he urged that the Demo- 
crats name Gen. Dwight 
Eisenhower as their can- 
didate if the Republicans, 
acting first, selected him 
ahead of them. Under 
the Douglas proposal, 
both parties would thus 
have nominated Eisen- 
hower for president, but with separate vice- 
presidential candidates and with separate 
slates for state and congressional offices. 


The Illinois senator anticipated that Gen- 
eral Ike’s personal popularity was such that 
he would be difficult to defeat, regardless 
of which party nominated him. Hence he 
urged that in the interest of national unity 
both parties nominate him, if the Repub- 
licans took the lead in naming him first. 


How wise the Douglas proposal was can 
now be seen from the election returns. Ei- 
senhower’s victory was a great persona] tri- 
umph. It can hardly be hailed in any sense 
as a Republican victory. The result in the 
race for House and Senate seats shows this 
rather clearly. Although the general won 
by a landslide in both electoral and popular 
votes, he was barely able to carry with him 
majority control in the two houses of Con- 
gress. 

The assumption is clearly warranted, 
therefore, that if there had been no contest 
over the presidency the Democrats would 
easily have kept control of both houses of 
Congress. They came very nearly doing 
that, as it was. 

Moreover, the Democrats in all prob- 
ability would have elected their candidate 
for vice-president, and the chances are that 
Genera] Eisenhower would have been elected 
by Democratic rather than Republican elec- 
toral votes. There would have been less of 
a temptation for Democrats to cross party 
lines and vote for the general when they 
could vote for him on their own party ticket. 
Certainly the revolt against the party ticket 
in the Southern states would have been 
stopped by such a maneuver. And enough 
congressional seats were lost in the South 
and border states to upset party control. 
Without these gains: the Republicans would 
not be able to organize either house. 

Senator Nixon also proved a viability 
rather than an asset for the gore 
A strong Democratic vice-presidential candi- 
date named to run with Eisenhower would 


have attracted many voters who had no 


way of splitting the ticket otherwise. 

In retrospect, it is possible to see where. 
the Douglas idea had greater merit than the 
politicians saw in it at the time it was made. 
Senator Douglas himself said the only thing 
wrong with it was that it was too smart for 
the politicians to visualize.

Sound of Rain Is Sweetest Music 


To Those Shocked by Forest Fires 


The sweetest words I’ve heard in many a 
day came over the phone yesterday morning 
from my neighbor, Doc Roper, up at Jasperf 
Ga., reporting that all over Pickens County 
and north Georgia a slow steady rain was 
falling. and that the fires that had been 
gnawing their way across thousands of acres 
of the Georgia hills were sputtering to ex- 
tinction . 

“Tt’s all over for awhile,” he said, and 
you could hear the relief in his voice. ‘The 
ground is soaked good and deep and the 
water is dripping from 
the trees and the rain is 
still falling. We’re saved 
for now, andifwe havea @#F «= 
normal season of rain # ; 
from now on out, we im 
ought to have nothing “) 
much to worry about for — 
the rest of the year.” . 

If the fires are out, and 4 
the danger is past, it is 
time now to take stock, to : 
see what the great blazes neg 
of the last few months have cost us, and to 
try to figure out some way to prevent such 
tragedies happening again. The main great 
cause, of course, was the tinder-box dry- 
ness of the woods after a summer drought 
and a fall with no rain. But there is no such 
thing as spontaneous combustion in an open 
forest nor in a grassy field. Wild fire does 
not spring from the soil. On relatively rare 
occasions lightning does set woods fires, but 
lighthing comes with thunderstorms, and 
there have been no passing storms of great 
electrical display, followed by little rain, or 
no rain at all, which could account for the 
fires. Most of them were caused by human 
agency—either the carelessly dropped match

—how a man could be so depraved as to set 


a woods on fire merely for the insane pleas- 
ure of seeing the great drama of a burning 
forest. Yet it seems that of the hundreds of 
fires that have raged across north 

some 40-odd of them were deliberately set, 


. not by. men following the ancient practice of 


burning over land to ‘‘green’’ the underbrush 
f rapeae make it more fit for grazing, 
of pure and simple meanness and long- 

for excitement.

This firebug madness seems to be a new 
thing in the rural areas. Foresters of the 
U. S. Forestry Service have long been fa- 
miliar with the “turkey burn,’”’ but that type 
of incendiarism, illegal as it was, had some 
rationality behind it. The wild turkey is a 
wary bird, extremely difficult to call up and 
kill in the woods. It is also afflicted with 
mites. And mountain men have long since 
known that if you can burn a clearing in the 
woods the turkeys from miles around will 
come to wallow there and fluff their feathers 
in the ashes that drive off or destroy the 
mites that devil them. It is a simple matter 
to lie out in the brush at the edge of a tur- 
key burn and kill the birds as they come to 
dust themselves in the ashes. 


Employees of federal and state forests 
who remember depression days are also fa- 
miliar with the “dollar burn.’”’ In that lean 
time, when for months on end a man might 
not have two quarters to rub against each 
other in his pocket, it was a common prac- 
tice for hungry men to deliberately set 
fires on government land, knowing that they 
soon would be called to fight these same 
fires for wages of $1 a day. 


But the state and federal men soon found 
a way to put a stop to this. Folks in the sanre 
region where the fire was burning were not 
recruited to fight it, for pay. If they wanted 
to work without compensation they could, 
but the men hired to fight the blaze were 
hauled in from miles away. Since a Fannin 
County man didn't care particularly to en- 
rich his neighbors from White or Union or 
Pickens or Habersham, the “dollar fires’’ 
soon stopped. 

But the fires that raged across the Geor- 
gia uplands were neither turkey burns nor

AWAKENING 


Awakening to the child's dilem- 
ma, they found that speech im- 
pediments among Negro -young- 
sters were usually marked up as 
deafness or feeblemindedness.

Eating Can Cause Chin Trouble

It’s difficult to guess the aver- 
age age of the movie stars, Eight 
years ago, the average age was 
34. Today it may be less or more 

. « averages are tricky. But 
since the reigning favorites are 
still top boxoffice and some of 
the stars from the silent days 
have made a comeback, chances 
are the average age is 40 plus. 


Many of the feminin. stars 
playing glamour roles are in their 
middle forties.

But actresses have no. longer 
lease on a young throatline ‘than 
the rest of us, so what’s the se- 
cret? It’s head carriage.’ Beau- 
tiful head carriage, which orig- 
inally is a part of an actress’s 


training, soon becomes habit, and

that one posture trick, more than 
anything else, helps to keep the 


' throatline muscles firmly on the 


job. 

The appearance of the throat 
depends on muscle tone, for it is 
up to the underlying muscles to 
keep the skin snug, But let’s face 
it... once the chinline starts 
slipping, it takes more than cor- 
rect head carriage to repair the 
damage. It’s exercise that’s 
needed then to restore tone to 
the brace of muscles on the 
front throatline. > 

The secret of chin-beautifying 
exercises is to tone the muscles 
without stretching the skin. Since 
cseams help make the skin pli- 


able, its a good plan to massage 
a little lubricating cream or oil 
into the skin before exercising. 
In smoothing on the cream, work 
against gravity. Start at the base 
of the throat and use an upward, 
rotary motion, following the mus- 
cle structure. Avoid any down- 
pull motion.!

Tests Called 


Successful 


GORGAS, Ala., Nov. 11—\#—The 
‘successful production of synthesis 
gas, a base for synthetic fuels and 
chemicals, was disclosed Tuesday 
at the Bureau of Mine's coal gasifi- 
cation experiment. 

Scientists and engineers direct- 
ing the six-year series of tests said 
it was the first time in the United 
States the gas has been produced 
in large amounts 
oxygen over coal burning in its 
Native seam underground. 

It is considered a major step 
toward solution of the problem 
of what can be done with the 
millions of tons of coal in the 
United States which would be too 
costly to dig from the earth. This 
coal lies in thin and rocky seams. 


COMMERCIAL USE 

The Bureau of Mines, after an 
intensive study of results and of 
cost factors. will make available 
to commercial companies the pro- 
cedures developed in the experi- 
ments here. The experiments were 
conducted in co-operation with Ala- 
bama Power Co., which furnished 
the site. 

The worth of the tests is indi-. 
cated by the interest shown by 
foreign nations which also are con- 
ducting experiments in the field. 

Dr. Albert DeSmaele flew ‘here 
from Belgium last week to observe 
the s¥nthesis gas phase of the ex- 
periment. P. E. Montagnon of the 
British ministry of fuel and power 
is now en route by air from London 
to observe the results. 

James L. Elder, Bureau of Mines 
engineer in charge of the experi- 
ment, said the synthesis gas (main- 
ly carbon monoxide and hydrogen) 
produced here has a higher con- 
tent of carbon dioxide than the 
synthesis gas considered most 
ideal for chemical conversion to 
gasoline and other synthetic fuels 
and chemicals. | 


GREAT POSSIBILITIES 

But its chemical composition, 
shown by continuous tests, indi- 
cates tremendous possibilities in 
the field of synthetic fuels on a 
commercial basis. 

The current experiment began 
15 months ago when a seam of coal 
2900 feet underground was ignited 
by the electro linking carbonization 
system developed by Dr. Eric 
Sarapuu in co-operation with Mis- 
souri School of Mines and the Sin- 
clair Ooai Co., Kansas City. | 

Under this system. two electrodes 
were inserted in ‘the coal at a 
distance of about 150 feet and large 
amounts of electricity ranging from 
9 400 volts at 250 amperes fed into 
them. The coal ignites.. 

Scientists said the method elimi- 
nated the necessity for digging pas-, 
sageways alongside the seam of 
eoal and thus reduced the cost 
of preparing the underground de- 


posit.

The survey showed business sen- 
timent generally leans toward the 
opinion that selling prices ‘have 
stabilized to a large extent. 

There were, however, 25 per 
cent of the durable manufactur- 
ers and 16 per cent of non-dur- 
able goods makers who felt their 
selling prices would be higher in 
the first quarter next year than 
the first three months this year.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Nov. ll—

Nearly 1,200 individual passenger | 
trains in this country failed to show 
at least an even financial break in 
operation during May, 1951, a spe-, 
cial committee of the association 
reported. | 

The committee reported to the 
association’s annual convention on 
a three-year study of the ‘‘railroad 
passenger deficit problem.’ 

The report suggested that each 
railroad should seek authority from 
regulatory bodies to discontinue 
operation of every passenger train 
“which is producing substantially 
less than the operating expenses’’ 
and the regulatory groups ‘“‘should 
adhere vigorously to the principle 
that where service canont be made 
compensatory its abandonment 
should be permitted.” | 

The report said that ‘‘much re- 
mains to be done in the direction 
of newer and better equipment.”’ 


The committee also suggested 
that railway labor and manage- 
ment confer on_ substitution of 
more economical equipment and 
reduction in size of train crews.

Authorities were stymied by a 
series of Oglethorpe murders and 
attempted murders over a_nine- 


year period. The murders included -

Clyburn said that one of the chief 
suspects in the murder of the in- 
valid was known to have been 
spending sums of money that he 
had not worked to obtain. A total 
of $76, including an inked $10 bill, 
was missing from the murder vic- 
tim’s home.
